At noon Brown, with G ordon’s wife,

The policem en rushed 
dow n W a ln u t street a nd sa w a m a n ru n ­ 
n in g for a bug g y tied to a post a t the 
corner of W est street.

A s soon as Gordon g a ined ing ress a d es­ 
pera te duel evidently began. 
Brow n had 
a 38-calibre 
revolver, 
whioK wa s found 
em p ty a fter the tra g edy. 
Gordon m ust 
ha ve hail tw o pistols, as six bullets pierced 
Brow n's body a nd three tha t of Mrs. Gor­ 
don. 
Tho 
b<*d in the room wa s covered 
with blood. 
Gordon him self w a s covered 
w ith blood, m ost of which doubtless wus 
the result of conta ct with his wounded 
a nta g onist. 
Drown Filled Full of Lead. 
B row n's body presented a horrible ap- 
pea ra nce, b eing covered w ith blood from 
hea d to foot. 
There were three g u n sh ot 
wounds In the breast, one of them being 
over the reg ion of the heart. 
There wen- 
tw o w ounds in the head, one being in the 
center of the forehea d, a nd there wa s a n­ 
other in the center of the stom a ch a nd 
a nother in the rig ht a rm. 
Mrs. Gordon’s 
body wa s found on the cella r door, fa ce 
downwa rd, clothed only in
